Hospital,  Driffield,  and  at  the  Ceneral  Wards  of  the  Avenue  Ho^ital, 
Bridlington,  and  the  Bempton  Lane  Hospital,  Bridlington. 

There  has  teen  no  change  in  laboratory  facilities,  nor  in  your 
Public  Health  staff. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull,  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Greening,  undertakes  bacteriological  investigations  in  matters  of  public 
health  (mch  as  water  and  milk  san^sling),  and  also  in  diseases  (such  as  the 
enteric  group)  Y/hioh  are  closely  linked  \7ith  public  sanitation* 

Laboratory  work  on  diseases  of  non-public  health  interest  is  dam 
by  the  Pathologist  at  WestTOod  Hospital,  Beverley,  and  by  the  Pathologist  at 
Scarborough  Hospital.

(7)  Vf JER  SUPPLY 

During  the  year,  there  has  boonamjor  ohangc  in  the  Avator  supply  for 
the  area,  Pomerly,  the  Bridlington  Rural  Distriot  QoAmcil  supplied  the 
Parishes  of  Planborough,  Polkton,  Hunmnby  and  Muston  direct,  and  the  Bridling- 
ton Corporation  supplied  the  romining  thirteen  Parishes  in  the  Rural  District 
(Br^rraston,  Bonpton,  Boynton,  B-urton  Agnes,  Burton  Pler.iing,  Oams.by,  Grindalc, 
Heighten,  RAiiston,  SIcLpsca,  Thv/ing,  Ulronc  and  \7old  Nen.'ton), 
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.An  Agreement  has  been  entered  Into,  under  Viixioh  the  Bridlington 
Rural  District  C3ounoil  ■will  transfer  to  the  Bridlington  Corporation  their  area 
of  supply,  -bogether  vdth  the  Wateiroorks,  mains,  etc.,  therein,  and  the  latter 
Au'fchority  will  then  supply  the  whole  of  the  Rural  District. 

It  vraa  hoped  to  effect  this  transfer  by  1st  April  1949 > but  the 
actual  legal  transfer  took  place  on  5th  October  1949.  The  Bridlington 
Corporation  had  control,  however,  from  1st  April,  and  ary  works  of  improvement 
or  repair  to  the  Waterworks,  engines  or  mains  required  the  sanction  of  the 
\7aterv5Drks  Department  of  the  Corporation. 


(i)  The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  as  regards  quantity, 
but  -the  quality  of  the  water  has  differed  from  time  to  time. 

(ii)  Bacteriological  examinations  were  mde,  both  of  raw  water  and 
treated  water,  from  the  Waterworks  under  the  joint  control  of  the  Rural 
District  Council  and  the  Corporation,  and  samples  were  taken  — six  of 
which  proved  to  be  of  unsatisfactory  quali-ty.  All  “bhe  supplies  are 
new  of  satisfactory  quali-fcy. 

(iii)  The  'water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo- solvent  action. 


(iv)  Apart  from  the  unsatisfactory  supplies  referred  to  at  (ix) 
above,  there  wore-  no  other  cases  of  contatidnation  of  water  supplies 
during  the  year.

(8)  DRAINAGE  AND  SETOACE 


The  new  Sewage  Disposal  Vforks  at  Bempton  has  proved  of  great  ■valxie 
to  the  Parish,  and  the  Works  are  in  first-class  order,  gi-vlng  an  exoep-fcionally 
good  effluent.  The  cormeotion  of  properties  to  the  sewers  is  proceeding,  as 
is  also  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  and  earth  closets  to  -vTater  closets. 

During  the  year,  the  work  of  cleansing  sewer  dykes  proceeded  satis- 
factorily, with  very  little  complaint  from  any  source. 


The  jjroposed  nsT/  acmgQ  plant  at  Plaraborough  Head  haa  not  yet  iDeen 
begun,  o-iTing  to  the  shortage  of  laatertals  required  for  its  construction.  The 
existing  sewage  tanlos  have  caused  considerable  trouble,  especially  during  the 
Sutnaer  months,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  periiiisBion  to  ooimaonoe  th3  work  may 
be  given  without  any  further  delay,  so  that  the  plant  my  be  in  full  working 
order  before  the  Summer  Season  of  1951.

The  total  number  of  inj^eotions  carried  out  during  the  yoay,  for  all 
purposes,  wxs  2,l63. 

(1)  HOUSING-  ACTS 

During  the  year,  220  inspeotions  were  made  in  connection  with  the 
Housing  Survey  and  housing  repairs  generally,  and  notices  were  served  in  32 
cases,  such  notices  being  informal  notioeg.  In  31  oases,  repairs  were  carried 
out  bjefore  the  end  of  the  year. 

Tv3D  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  both  of  whi^h  had  been 
standling  empty  for  some  years,  and  were  the  subject  of  a Olearanoe  Order. 

Diffioulty  ivas  still  experienced  in  getting  repairs  carried  out  to 
housos,  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials,  and  the  high  cost  of 
sane*

airing  the  year,  117  complaints  and  huisanoes  were  dealt  with, 


neoegeLtating  the  making  of  141  visits  of  inspection.  Notices  vrere  eerved 
where  found  necessary.

(3)  MTCK  AI^  DAIRIES  ORDERS 

There  are  251  oowkeepers,  producers  and  wholesale  traders  on  the 
Register,  including  18  who  are  also  retail  traders,  selling  quantities  of  milk 
both  wholesale  and  retail.

(if)  MEAT  AM)  FOOD  INSPHTTION 


As  in  previous  years,  the  Blaughtoring  of  animla  for  human  oonavkmgpt- 
ion  v/as  carried  out  at  the  Central  SLaughterhouae,  situate  in  the  Borough  of 
Bridlington,  and  the  inspection  of  the  caroasce  wac  undortakon  hy  tho  Sanitary 
Inspectors  to  the  Bri<llington  CJorporatton* 

This  arrangement,  however,  has  not  done  away  with  tho  swpervision  of 
neat  and  food  shops,  and  125  inspections  were  oarried  out  in  this  oarxcBotion# 

As  a result,  it  v/ae  found  neoessaiy  to  condemn  22  tins  of  milk,  14  tins  of 
Beans  and  7 tins  of  fish,  as  being  unfit  for  human  oqnsucption 

(5)  SHOPS  APTS 

Most  of  tho  shops  in  the  area  are  run  by  ofmer-oocupiera,  and  l»vo 
sufficient  and  satisfactory  sanitary  aooonrnodation. 

The  larger  shops  are  visited  periodically,  and  43  visits  and  irjspoot* 
ions  were  made  during  the  year  to  ascertain  the  adequacy  and  condition  of  the 
sanitary  aocoramodation# 

(^)  WATER  SUPPLIES  AM)  SUPERVISION  OP  WATERTOBKS 

In  connection  v4.th  the  water  supplies  for  the  area  under  the  control 
of  the  Rural  Distrlot  Council,  197  visits  and  inspeptlons  were  made,  and 
sairples  were  te^en  and  submitted  to  the  Bacteriologist  for  examination. 

The  water  levels  at  Plamborou^  and  Plixton  vrere  well  maintained 
during  the  year. 

(7)  FACTORIES  AND  YroRKSHOPS 

There  are  47  factories  and  workshops  on  the  Register,  and  57  inspects 
ions  were  made  during  the  year.  Infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations  were 
dealt  with  in  conjunction  vd.th  the  ]\'[inistr!y ’b  Factories  Inspector. 

(8)  SCAVMIING 

The  work  of  scavenging  is  now  carried  out  by  direct  labour  in  tho 
Famishes  of  Plamborough  and  H^nmanby,  and  in  conneotion  with  this  work  391 
vi  sits  and  inspections  were  made. 

In  the  romaining  fifteen  Parishes,  the  oolleotion  of  tins,  etc,,  was 
Ccarried  out  once  per  quarter  by  direct  labour,  with  the  use  of  the  Council* s 

^orry. 

(9)  SUPERVISION  OF  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS  AMD  DRAINAGE 

During  the  year,  241  visits  and  inspections  were  made,  and  no  major 
diffioultles  were  encountered,  A considerable  amount  of  work  was  done  on  the 
cleansing  of  dykes  under  the  control  of  the  Council. 

(10)  D^HTTIOUS  DISEASES 

Visits  v/ere  made  In  respect  of  tvTelvo  oases  of  Scarlet  Fever  which 
occurred  during  thn  year.  Inctruotions  were  given  In  all  oases,  and  thorough 
disinfection  of  the  houses  was  oarried  out,

THej?e  are  now  43  premiaeo  registered  for  tho  sals,  storage  and/or 
r,aniiifaotu»u  of  loo-oruam  or  preserved  food.  Frequent  insjjeotions  are  mads  of 
the  premises,  and  it  Is  pleasing  to  note  that  any  advice  given  or  reconwandat"' 
ions  made  to  tho  ov/noro  of  the  piromises  is  alwoyc  v/ell  received,  in  order  tQ 
ir-prove  the  standard  of  cleanliness. 


(12)  RODINT  CONTROL 


In  addition  to  ordinary  enquiries  made  during  routine  visits,  84 
visits  and  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  md  -where  neoeeaary  poisoning 
■was  carried;  out.  There  has  beeai  no  incidence  of  any  major  infestation. 

The  refuse  tips  and  sewage  ;vorks,  under  the  control  of  the  CJounoil 
vrere  treated  as  required. 

(13)  SUPERVISION  AND  MiVEITOMAICE  OF  CX)UNOIL  HOUSES 

The  inspection  of  Council  Houses  for  repairs  and  mintenanoe  has 
taken  up  a considerahle  amount  of  tine  during  the  past  year,  and  once  again 
a large  amoimt  of  work  has  been  carried  out.
